.strength of its armies was broken. That was accomplished 
because the people realized that their cause was wrong and 
were unable to support a continuance of the war after its armies 
had violated every principle or right and every consideration oi 
humanity. This time I summon you for a concert of peace tc 
complete a great moral accomplishment on your part. We en- 
tered the war, as you remember, not merely to lick Germany 
but to end possibility of a renewal by other nations. All the 
.sacrifices will be in vain unless our work is completed. Oui 
nations will be moved by the s~rne sinister ambitions and jeal- 
ousy as Germany in the future and we,will have to safe-guard 
civilization, and it is necessary to check them and to apprize 
them that the world will be against them as it was against Ger 
many if any nation attempts a similar thing."

There is, however, among newspaper men generally, re- 


gardless of creed, politics or principle, a code of ethics which 
makes it an offense to violate release dates on news of any des- 
cription. In the case of inaugural addresses, presidential mes- 
sages to congress, speeches of acceptance and a thousand other 
things it may be surprising to many readers of The Progress to 
know that we, along with all other newspapers having press 
'association connections are given an advance copy of the text 
•with a printed request that it be not published or commented 
upon until a certain hour of a specified day a nddate- We had 
ill our office, one week ahead of their delivery the acceptance 
speeches of b.oth Mr. Harding and Mr. Cox. We also had, 
during the great national political conventions, the ver batim 
nominating speeches made. All newspapers had these yet we 
challenge anybody to sho%v us one . so lacking in professional 
honor as to publish any part of them, or comment on their con- 
tents before the hour of release, 


It Was particularly trying during the war to withhold all 


information as to casualties although it is a fact that in many 
instances the lists were reposing in our safe for days before the 
message reached the parents. In one particular instance we 
recall talking to a parent whose son had been seriously wound- 
ed but it wis not in line with the ethics of our profession to tell 
;vvhat on our honor we were pledged to withhold. 


In another column will be found the story of an advance 


copy of the Saturday Evening Post being sent to Governor Cox. 
,The Post was one of the many periodicals which urged the re- 
election of U. S. Senators favorable to Mr. Wilson during the 
•war, supported every war aim of the Wilson administration and 
lias never, in the last eight years, shown anything but favor to 
,the administration and its program . 
1 
But now that the was is over and there is no longer any 


freed (if the necessity ever did exist) for one man rule. The 
Saturday Evening Post chooses to exercise the rights of a free 
and independent magazine and speak its mind. It is convinced 
that "the U. S. cannot stand up under another four years of 
I)emocratic rule."

judgment that I take the liberty of stating again the case sub- 
mitted to you in as simple as teims as possible.

That was accomplished 
because the people realized that their cause was wrong and 
were unable to support a continuance of the war after its armies 
had violated every principle or right and every consideration oi 
humanity.
